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I  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the 
Year  1959* 

The  birth  rates  and  death  rates  wore  slightly 
lower  than  the  previous  year.  These  rates  depend  upon  so  many  factors  as  to  be 
a  normal  condition  in  a  small  community# 

There  was  one  ihfant  death  and  one  still  birth 
during  the  year.  In  a  locality  where  the  number  of  live  births  is  very  low,  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  assumes  astronomical  heights, but  in  consideration  of 
these  figures,  the  number  of  years  where  the  figure  is  "Nil"  has  to  be  taken 
into  account  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  true  assessment  of  the  position# 
Nevertheless,  these  high  figures  suggest  that  more  research  should  be  undertaken 
on  the  causes  of  deaxh  to  the  unborn  and  new  bom# 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Fevers,  the  pattern 
throughout  the  country  has  changed  considerably  since  the  beginning  of  the 
century,  for  Tuberculosis,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  usual  children's 
conditions  are  very  much  milder  to-day.  This  state  of  affairs  is  a  reflection 
of  the  welfare  of  the  Nation#  ^his  year  the  numbers  of  infectious  feverd  were 
very  much  lower  than  last# 

I  am  again  grateful  to  colleagues  and  others  who 
have  kindly  supplied  me  with  information  relative  to  the  work  outside  my 
control, which  has  been  of  appreciable  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report# 

Also,  I  would  express  my  thanks  for  the  courtesy 
and  co-operation  received  from  the  Council  and  Officials  and  Staff  of  the 
^ealth  Department#
